2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I, represented 
by independent claim 1, has the special technical feature of operating a key container 
directory such that the key container directory receives a request for the key container 
from a requestor and providing a key container in response to the request, Group II, 
represented by independent claim 46, has the special technical feature of sending a 
request to a key container directory for a key container to be used to secure a message 
that is transmitted from a sender to a recipient, Group III, represented by independent 
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claim 66, has the special technical feature of a key container containing information that 
invalidates the use of the key container at a time in the future. 

The examiner respectfully points out that unity of invention is considered only in 
relation to the independent claims in an international application and not the dependent 
claims. Unity of invention exists only when there is a technical relationship among the 
claimed inventions involving the one or more special technical features. The expression 
"special technical feature" is defined in PCT rule 13.2 as meaning those technical 
features that define a contribution which each of the invention, considered as whole 
makes over the prior art. The independent claims in Groups l-lll each define a different 
technical feature for novelty of the prior art.
